17 operational and administrative roles, including a Sergeant position, SORT Officer, School 

18 Resource Officer, Captain, and Chief Deputy/Major; and 

19 WHEREAS, on August 7,2018, Major Bradford was attempting to deploy spike strips during 

20 a pursuit and was run over by the suspect vehicle; he sustained traumatic injuries, including 

21 the loss of his leg, a dislocated shoulder, a skull fracture, and many more minor injuries; and 
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22 WHEREAS, despite the loss of his leg, Major Bradford continues to serve Dade County, and 

23 his inspiring commitment to the welfare of others is an outstanding example of the positive 

24 effect law enforcement professionals have on the lives and well-being of others; and 

25 WHEREAS, it is abundantly fitting and proper that this outstanding man is commended and 

26 recognized for his valor and dedication to protecting and serving his community. 

27 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE that the members of this body
